In past years when attending an event as big and as important as 
the Centenary Exhibition I have always given our readers a detailed 
story of my trip, telling them of the fun I had as well as about the 
events of Philatelic interest.

I have gotten away from my 
running account of the show as I 
have skipped over into the Cony 
dinner following the ASDA meet- 
ings, since all this matter was re- 
lated. 

However, the show opened on 
schedule on Saturday morning. 
There were crowds lined up almost 
entirely around the Grand Central 
Palace waiting for the doors to 
open, There were movie men, 
camera men and all the other 
things there that go to make up 
a big premier. 

All dav long they came, in fact 
the crowd became so large that 
there was at times, talk of closing 
the doors to prevent overloading. 
In New York in all public places 
signs are posted which state that 
the capacity of the room in which 
you are, is, 100, 200 or some other 
number of persons and it is pro- 
hibited that more be admitted. 
I believe the sign in the Palace 
said 3500 and if I am right, you 
can understand how heavy the at- 
tendance was on many days for 
the building was literally filled 
with people. 

From the beginning it was evi- 
dent as I have always known it 
would be that the attendants were 
as anxious to see the dealers 
stocks and buy stamps as they 
were to see the show. Any stamp 
exhibition is not complete with- 
out a bourse, for after all the

The one hundredth anniversary 
of the issuing and use of postage 
stamps by the United States will be 
celebrated by the Richmond Stamp 
Club in cooperation with the Vir- 
ginia Museum of Fine Arts with a 
Centennial Stamp Exhibition to be 
on display in the assembly hall of 
the Museum from Sunday June 29 
through Thursday, July 31, 1947. 

The exhibition will be made up 
of over five hundred. pages from the 
collections of a number of Rich- 
mond and Virginia collectors and 
will portray the story of the United 
States Postal Service illustrated by 
stamps and covers used over the 
century. In addition to the stamps 
issues by the regular postage pur-

There also will be a section of 
the exhibition for pre-stamp covers 
and postmasters provisional stamps

first official postage stamps were 
issued. Among the items in this 
section will be the Baltimore 
“James M. Buchanan,” St. Louis 
“Bears” and “New York Post Of- 
fice.” 


Perhaps the most outstanding and 
certainly the most appropriate ex- 
hibit will be the Dietz collection of 
the Confederate States in the Cop- 
itol of the Confederacy. This col- 
lection is acknowledged to be one 
of the finest in existence and has 
been awarded medals in several of 
the national and _ international 
shows. It is indeed fitting that this 
collection having been made by a 
Richmond man who has devoted a 
lifetime to its accumulation can be 
displayed in its home city on such 
an occasion, 


The Centennial exhibition will be

The stamps produced by the govern- 
ment of Czechoslovakia in commemora- 
tion of the massacre of the inhabitants 
of Lidice by the Nazi on June 10, 1942

While quite unusual, these pictures are simple 
and to the point, and speak truly of the sorrow and the will to carry 
on again as expressed in the slogan,

A Long Time Between 
Mail Deliveries For 
Canada’s Arctic Citizens 





Apparently the mail man only 
rings once a year for most of the 
people in the Arctic areas of Can- 
ada. At hand, is the present 
schedule for servicing residents 
with mail matter in the Eastern 
Arctic Area by the Canadian Post 
Office. The regions included in 
this Eastern Arctic Patrol, for 
which the mail is first centralized 
at Ottawa, are Hudson Bay, Hud- 
son Strait and Baffin Island. 

This mail-is dispatched from Ot- 
tawa approximately the first week 
in July for the connection with 
the patrol at Montreal, and the 
first week in August for connec- 
tion with the patrol at Churchill, 
Manitoba. The patrol is fully 
equipped to hardle all Postal 
transactions, and all classes of 
mailable matter are accepted. 
These Postal services include 
such items as Post Office Savings 
Bank deposits, or withdrawals, the 
writing of Money Orders and 
Postal Notes and the handling of 
Cc. O. D. Parcel Post packages. 
Those ship’s passengers who are 
to accompany the Patrol can have 
mail addressed to them providing 
it is addressed in care of the

Thirty-Nine Killed 
In Airplane Crash, 
But Mail Came Thru 


On Thursday evening, May 29, 
commercial aviation suffered it’s 
greatest calamity by the crash of 
a plane barely risen from the run- 
way at LaGuardia Field in New 
York. Thirty-nine people were 
killed in this crash, but the mail 
came thrcugh as is evidenced by 
a letter which came to our office 
from L. B. Webber of Brooklyn. 

This letter is arked at 
Grand Central Station in New 
York, in fact postmarked in two 
places as it evidently went through 
the machine in the wrong position 
in the first place and was sent 
through again. Both postmarks 
are date May 29, 1 p. m. 

The letter shows evidence of 
having been soaked with water, 
and the back of the envelope is 
scraped and rubbed as though it 
may have skidded on the gravel. 

A rubber stamp marking on the 
envelope reads, “Delay due to Air 
Mail Interruption near New York. 
N. Y. May 29, 1947.” The mute 
memorial to the thirty-nine who 
lost their lives in this historic 
crash,

political football, and as a result takes a terrible beating from 
the politicians of both sides. 

Tons upon tons of mail are carried free for politicians 
in office and for the handling of the many different govern- 
ment sponsored offices that go to make up our form of govern- 
ment. 


In every city throughout the country, the POSTMASTER 
is the special political appointee to keep the fences of the 
party in power repaired, the man that does the work is the 
assistant postmaster. Just how much Post Office money is 
squandered in this setup is not known, but it would go a 
long way to wipe out the deficit. 

We just ordered 2000 copies of a government publication 
which we will offer for sale to our readers. On these we will 
have a postage cost of either 4¥%c or 6c per copy for mailing 
to those who order them. The whole 2000 copies will come 
to us prepaid through the mail from Washington without 
a cent of postage stamps on them, Likewise the thousands 
of copies that will be mailed from Washington to collectors 
will go out without stamps. This is just one of thousands of 
examples of similar booklets and bits of printed matter that 
go post free and the burden is on the P. O. D. 

Our Post Office Department is in effect the biggest 
business institution in the whole world, yet one of the most 
grossly mismanaged from the standpoint of private business. 

Even now the Congressional Committee on Post Offices 
and Post Roads is wrangling over the Post Office Appro- 
priation bill which of course will be passed in some form 
or other, yet these same Congressmen are the ones mostly 
responsible for the burden the P. O. D. is carrying and for 
the terrible service that is being rendered the public. 

Do not these men know that if they would mail the 
packages of seeds that go to their farmer friends all planted 
in little trays of rich soil, that by the time the trays reached 
the farmers many of the seeds would have borne a crop and 
would be ready for harvest. No, it is not quite that bad, 
but almost so. 

There has been from time to time some champion of 
little business, but these fellows always get sunk somewhere 
in the throes of big business. The little fellow has a poor 
chance and can only take what is handed to him, but he can 
howl, but little good does his howling do as we well know 
and as our subscribers well know too. 

At the Centenary International Stamp Show in New 
York, May 17 to 25, the Post Office Department sold over one 
million dollars worth of postage stamps to stamp collectors. 
Yet the Department is in terrible shape as far as handling 
the mail is concerned and service on certain types of mail 
is no better today than it was 100 years ago. Here we have 
celebrated 100 years of our first postage stamps and today 
it takes eight to ten or twelve days to get delivery of this 
publication through the U. S. Mail to points within a radius 
of 100 miles of Sidney. There is no method in the whole

You no doubt have been told in 
times past that any cancellation 
that does not run off of the stamp 
onto the cover is a precancel, that 
is unless someone is fixing up 
something for you. That of course 
technically is not true. But leads 
us up to the contradictory ques- 
tion, “when is a Precancel not a 
Precancel?” That such a condi- 
tion is true goes without saying. 
Because there are certain types of 
cancellations that Postmasters use 
both for precancelling and post- 
cancelling. These generally are 
Rollers of various kinds and are 
easily operated. You will recog- 
nize the cancellation by the fact 
that the town name is only par- 
tially on one stamp and that the 
lines are always very wavy. <A 
lot of Postmasters like to do their 
Precancelling with these because 
of the speed, although it is def- 
initely against the rules. So the 
next time you note a Precancel 
looking stamp with wavy lines 
have it checked by a collector in 
the know before you pass it on 
for a real precancel. This is the 
point where the catalog makers 
draw the line. Few realize that 
there is such a close connection 
between Post-Cancelling and 
Precancelling, many thinking that 
it is either a Precancel or it is 
not. The fact is there are many 
types of Cancellations that are 
on the Border line. Mr. Arthur 
Chandler of Lebanon, N. H. sub- 
mits a cover from Herkimer; N. 
Y. in the Wavy type. I also have 
had reports recently from Bowl- 
ing Green, Ohio and Lancaster, 
Ohio of this type being used at 
those offices. Some collectors 
have named these types Psuedo- 
Precancels. Maybe they are right.

We knew that there were a ter- 
rific lot of plate number blocks 
and full mint sheets still in ex- 
istence of issues from away back 
and u»> to 1947 of United States 
stamps, but we never expected 
to see nearly all of them at one 
place and at one time.

The commemorative issue of stamps that was produced by Mexico in tribute to the Centenary Inter- | 
national Philatelic Exhibition is shown on a first day cover. The set is a very poor one from both a print- | 
ing and that of being attractive. Two of the values are for regular postage, a 10c dark brown picturing | 
the first Mexican stamp and Roosevelt with 500,000 printed, and a 15¢ green showing the heraldic Mexican 
Eagle and the U. §S. 10c 1847 with 2,000,000 printed. There are three airmail stamps to the set. The low 
value has for its design Roosevelt and the Mexican Eagle arranged in horizontal format and is a 25¢ stamp 
in a light lilac color. There were 250,000 of this stamp printed. The middle value is a 30c black showing the 
10c 1847 and the Mexican Eagle on a horizontally taid out stamp of which 500,000 were issued. The high 
value is a 1 Peso in red and blue having the same design as the 25c air stamp. Only 250,000 of these were 
printed. First day of the set was on May 17, the opening day of the New York show. Covers were received 
from C W. Biehl, Apartado 2887, Mexico, D. F., Robert Rubsamen, Independencia 64, Dto.

However substantial dif- 
ferences in prices do appear for 
British Empire stamps. The 
pound is and has been for some 
time worth about $4.04 and it 
cost the average dealer about 10 
per cent additional before he ac- 
tually receives the stamps. This 
makes the average cost to dealers 
for new issues about 22c a shil- 
ling and considering the substan- 
tial investment necessary, the cost 
of doing business and the necessi- 
ty of some profit for his work, it 
is necessary to charge about 30c 
per shilling for these new issues. 


Most of the advertised prices 
are at this figure, although we 
do see ads offering mint British 
Colonials at 25c per shilling and 
even less for which there is usual- 
ly an explanation. To the deal- 
er with ready cash opportunities 
do come occasionally to buy large 
lots of so called distress stock, 
(the owner must have cash). In 
such cases most dealers advertise 
these items below the market, 
make a profit and reduce their 
excessive stock. 


ROYAL VISIT SETS—These 
sets have all been withdrawn 
from sale and are now obsolete 
except Southern Rhodesia which 
has recently been issued and are 
now available in this country. 
The various peace or victory 
sets are also obsolete and have 
advanced in price. The wholesale 
price in London for the Tangier 
set is now 17c although dealers 
here are still selling same from 
13c to 16c.

A million dollar business was 
done in the’ Branch Philatelic 
Agency at the Centenary Interna- 
tional Philatelic Exhibiiion in New 
York City from May 17 to 25, the 
Post Office Department announced 
today.

The 65c value is in black except for the crossed American flags 
which are in natural colors, a most remarkably beautiful stamp. 

The $1.00 value is with a purple frame and the center is brown. 
This is the finest portrait of Roosevelt that has yet appeared on any 
Roosevelt set, even including our own United States issue which was 
among the poorer examples, This portrait however is not of his recent 


ars. 

The $2.00 value is with red frame and blue center, picturing Haile 
Selassie. 
The set is of but five stamps and our correspondent, Y. Derentz, 
P. O. Box 1363, Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, states that the issue was but 
2000 sets sold on May 23rd, Whether he intended to say that there were 
but 2000 sets sold this first day or whether that is the total number 
issued we do not know, but believe the latter to be the correct answer. 
The stamps were printed by a very fine engraving process by the Wright 
Bank Note Company of Philadelphia.

An intimate story of the Jones 
birthplace was carried in the Scot- 
tish Daily Express, and this was 
included with Miss Morrison’s 
generous offer. It had this to 
to say. 


“T am glad to see that the peo- 
ple of Galloway are not going to 
ignore the bi-centenary of John 
Paul Jones, their greatest sea dog, 
who founded the United States 
Navy. The American Squadron 
visiting these waters has been in- 
vited to Kirkcudbright Bay. John 
Paul was born in the parish of 
Kirkbean, Kirkcudbrightshire, 
Scotland on July 6, 1747, and the 
cottage in which he was born still 
stands. It was no particular 
credit to Scotland that an Amer- 
ican Naval officer, Lt. A. B. 
Pinkham, finding the cottage a 
shocking ruin in 1831 left 25 
Pounds (about $100) with a Dun- 
fries architect for the purpose of 
repairing it. The job was well 
done, and building cost being 
lower in those days, a large part 
of the 25 pound was left. over.”
